START RELIEF WORKS 

President Roosevelt's forestry employ- 
ment scheme is working. Men unable to 
secure more profitable employment are 
paid one dollar a day and “keep”, for 
working in forest reserves, Over a quarter 
of a million men were thus taken care of 
during the summer. 

Canada has more outdoor work to be 
done, including the making of roads and 
highways, the planting of forests, and the 
clearing of land, than has the United 
States; it has far fewer men needing em- 
ployment; and has a relatively smaller 
deficit in the national treasury. If the 
United States can afford a work program 
of that kind, Canada can afford one of re- 
lative proportions. 

And if—which is much nearer the truth 

the United States cannot afford to 
maintain men in idleness. Canada is even 
] able to do so 

The Dominion should also be opening 
up work projects where men would be of- 
fered a chance to earn a living when they 
cannot find better paying jobs
